F. No. 1;'69|92-NCB' (Coord).—The Government 
of India in recognition of the need and importance 
of taking stringent and effective action against drug 
abuse and illicit drug trafficking had earlier set up 


necessary administrative and legal arrangements to 
deal with the serious threat posed by such activities 
to’the health and welfare of the country. In the con¬ 
text of the increasing complexities of the situation, it 
has now been decided to set up a high level com¬

The Government has taken 
this step in due consideration of the importance of 
strengthening and enhancing the efficacy of the sys¬ 
tem for developing a centrally coordinated multi¬ 
dimensional strategy to tackle the problem.
